Facti About the Moonatone. 


"The word 'precious' cannot be ap- 


plied to moonstones," said a well 
known dealer in jewelry, "because 
their marketable value is relatively 
small at all times, and is still f urther 
influenced by the decrees of fashion. 
For some years past we have had but 
few calls for moonstones, but about 
twelve months ago they were restored 
to popular favor, and will probably 
continue to be much used for some 
time to come. The Btones come from 
India, are easily procured, and there 
is but little waste in cutting. They 
are almost invariably <»f a bluish 
white tint, the rays of the most per- 
fect stones much resembling moon- 
light (hence the name), those of a less 
clear or yellowish hue being of but 
little value. When carved, the clear 
transparency of the stone ia of coarse 
marred, but many of them are so PTH- 
bellished, the man in the moon being 
a favorite device, and a baby's face 
surrounded with a cap of pearls or 
diamonds another." 


The moonstone is seldom worn alone 


by fashionable people, having usually 
an accompanying setting of diamonds 
or other precious stones. In response 
to a question the dealer added: "The 
largest moonstone I have ever seen 
was one of oblong shape about 1J 
inches in length and J of an inch in 
width. 
This was set to represent a 


butterfly with partially closed wings 
of brilliantly colored stones, and was 
intended to be worn as a pendant. 
These stones are not valued by weight 
M others are, but simply by appear- 
ance and size, a perfectly round stone 
being more desiroWethan a flatter one 
and more rare. 


As the moonstone is traditionally 


tticky, it is most suitable for souvenirs, 
parting and anniversary gifts, and 
from present indications will be much 
used for favors and wedding presents 
during the coming gay season.—New 
York Sun.

Colonel Ingertoll on the Possibilities of

Colonel Robert logersoll, wiilitg of

It has been ascertained that the objec- 


tion raised to the confirmation of the nom- 
ination of Associate Justice Brewer is 
based on a prohibition decision which he 
rendered in Kansas in November, two 
years ago.

The Supreme Court of 
the United Staffs reversed the decision 
ucder the precedent of wbat is known as 
the New Orleans slaughter-house case. In 
the New Orleans case, it will be remem- 
bered, it was shown that under a State 
law the slaughter-houses in the city of Now 
Orleans were to be located in a certain 
precinct, and those which did not conform 
to the law were destroyed. The Supreme 
Court held tliat the destruction of tbe 
property was in obedience to police author- 
ity invested in States by the Constitution 
of the United States, and a reimbursement 
to the owners was refined. It is not be- 
lieved that the decision of Brewer will de- 
hat hii confirmation, or, in faut, delay it 
much.

Major D. S. Gordon to tbe rank otLieuiena 
Colonel, in the same regiment. This officer 
who has served faithfully and well for 
nearly thirty years in the army, and has BO 
efficiently commanded Fort Bidwell daring 
the last three and a half years, is entitled 
to our sincere congratulations. 


The object of this brief sketch was born 


on his father's farm, near Greencastle, 
Franklin county, Fenn., May 23. 1832, his 
father having been born in Scotland, and 
migrated into Pennsylvania before the sur- 
vey of the Mason & Diion line. Young 
Gordon attended private and public school 
until 15 years of age, when he entered the 
mercantile career at Hagerslown, Md., first 
as a clerk, end subsequently £estab'iishing 
bis own business. 
When he attained the 


of 21 jears, he abandoned his business 


in Maryland and attended medical leoturi-e 
: Philadelphia. 
In the latter city ho met qu;tj a unrabjr 


of merchants from Missouri tncl K visas 
and caught the "Kiasa^ fever."

The Major has of tea told us, that he 


never felt a greater responsibility resting 
npon bird, than as First Sergeant of the 
'Frontier Guard," which was assigned to 
luty in the Eieontive Mansion for the pro- 
ection of the White House and the noble 
ncumbent, Mr. Lincoln. He also tells ns 
hat the company was quartered in tho cele- 
brated East Room, the most luxurious can- 
onment which the American soldier ever 
enjoyed. 
We are not surprised to find that 


he Major is fully as prond of bis discharge 
s First Sergeant of the "Frontier Guard,'' 
ated "East Boom, Executive Mansion, 
Vashington, D. C., April 10, 1861," as he 
s of k's latest commission, 


On April 26, 1861, he received bis com- 


mission as Second Lieutenant, 
Second 


>ragoons, and repotted for duty with his 
ompany at Ruolter Barracks, near tbe 
Capital. Hi3 Captain, Charles Field, shortly 
Iterwards tendered hisresignatm and went 
oath, and the young Lieutenant succeed ed 
o the command of the troop, until the ar- 
ivol of First Lieutenant C. H. Tompkins. 
'he dutifS of bis command consisted in 
rills and guarding the public buildings in 
Vashington until the commencement of 
ctive fluid duty, when his company was 
rdered to destroy ths Leesburg & Alex- 
ndsr railroad bridges, eio., which was ef- 
ectually accomplished; and in addition the 
-oop captured a passenger tram containing 
nite a number of young Confederate Bol- 
iers.

Fairfax Court House, 


btirged, wounded and captured the entire 
icket, thence charged into the streets of 
ie town, exchanging shots at every jump 


with tbe enemy, who occupied almost every 


uilding, until they met Captain Marr's 


Warreutown Rifha and the "B ack Horse 
Cavalry," which was also soon routed. 
?he Confcdernte troops were driven in the 
itmost condition on the old Centerville 
oid acd Captain Marr was killed. Lien- 
nanls Tompkica and Gordon bad lh«ir 


icrses killtd under them, dropping Gordon 
n a pile 
of 
agricultural implement, 


cnocking out two teeth and furnishing tbe 
onng warrior with a very bloody visage, 
n this dilemma Corporal Dwycr came to 
<is rescue and pulled the Lieutenant up 
ehind his saddle, where be rode until sup- 
lied with a fresh mount from captured 
3onfedorntes. 


In the official repoit of this skirmish, 


which in rtnlly credited EB having been the 
first pitched bittle bolwten the Confoder- 
tes a; d our troops of tbe late rebellion, 
.lieutenant Gordon was honorably nien- 
'Ooed for valuable and efficient services 
rendered. 
A few days after this bkirmiah 


lieutenant Gordon was ordered to report to 


Gtnera! E. D. Kejs, U. S. A., as Aid-de- 
Ciitnp. This brigade formed a part of Ty- 
le.'s division. 


After perforating routine duties for a few 


weeks his brigade participated in a skirm- 
ish on the 18th of July, also in tbe battln 
of Bull Bun, July 21st, 1861. 
On this oc- 


casion Gordon ng'im had his horse killed 
under him, which led to his captnre, and 
he bud the mortification of spending thir- 
teen months in tbe bastiles of the Southern 
Confederacy. 
Among his follow-prisoners 


were General* Wileox, Vodges and others. 
While in Libbey prison he received an < 
tract of General Keys' official rrpott, in 
which he mentioned him as follows: 


"Lieutenant Gordon, Second Dragoons, 


my Aid. was with me throughout tbe entire 
day and rendered me gallant and efficient 
aid, and I saw him for the last time two 
miles this side of Ball Bun, rjpou the re- 
treat, end I trust be may yet be found." 


Gordon's home was killed while deliver- 


ing an order to Captain Carlisle, command- 
ing a battery. 
This left tim dismounted, 


in which condition he was goon overtaken 
by the Confederate troops. 


After his exchange he reported to the 


Adjutant General in Washington, and was 


granted 10 days' loava to visit his family, 
at tbe expiration of which he was ordetec 
to Annapollp, Md., as Inspector of Parole 
Gamp, which duty he performed for sev- 
eral months, but preferring active flelc 
service he rejoiatd bis regiment and par- 
ticipated in the battle of Frtdericksburg. 


From this time en be served with his 


regiment dnring the entire war, and was 
engaged in many bloody conflicts. In the 
battle of Gettysburg he was brevetted Ma- 
jor for gallant and meritorious gcrvicta In 
action. 


At the close of the wcr his regiment was 


ordered to Fort Leaven worth, KM., andal 
though only a Captain, he bad the pleasure 
of commanding it durisg the journey from 
Moravia Station, Md., tc its deification. 
In Ootobsr, 1866, his troop ("D," 2d Oay- 
alry) wag ordered to Fort Lyons, Colorado. 
From thence his command went to Fort 
Larjmie, Wyoming, and immediately after 
the massacre of Lieutenant Fetterman, was 
ordnrcd lo Fort Phil Kearney, wheie his 
troou remained until 1858, sire i wh'cb 
time be ha? served at Furt D A. Russell, 
Fort Stambaugb, Bnog=i, Duoglus, Steel?, 
Sanders, Cu-iter, El'i^ n r d many other

Of the Town of Reno, Washoa 


County, Nevada 


An Ordinance Regulating the Storage of 


Petroleum or the Refined Products 
of Petroleum. 


rriHE BOABD oe COUKTT COMMISSIONEBS 
J. of Waeboe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 
a« follows: 
' SECTION 1. That It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation t» etoie or permit Ihe 
storage of, or keep lor eale within the limits of 
the town of Beno, in any one unlldlng. In a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum) except the 
aame be kept in metal cans or lion tanks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse conatrn tel a* 
herein provided, used and to be uaed exclusively 
for the storage of such substance and Done other. 


SKO. 2. That any building or warehouse to be 
used for the purposes aforeaald snail be built of 
stone or brick or both combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof and metal 
covered doors, so as to be practically Ore-proof. 
That no such building or warehouse shall be 
erected until the person, arm orc< rporation shall 
bave first subm'tted the site selc ted therefor to 
Ihe County Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town nnrpores, and the said Commissioner* 
shall have made a record of their approval of said 
site for auch purpose, and eball have Issued a per- 
mit authorizing Mich person, firm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse as herein 
provided. 


SEC 3. That any person violating any of the 
provisions, of this Ordinance is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not lea* 
than one hundred dollars, and not more than five 
hundred dollars, or be Imprisoned in the county 
jail of Washne county not exceeding ninety day*, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment.
